Sydney City are now looking good things to win the 1980

HEIDELBERG DETERMINED TO CARRY 
OFF LEAGUE AND CUP DOUBLE 


There’s only two clubs with a chance of taking the 
League and Cup double. One is Marconi. The other 
is Heidelberg. 


And just like Marconi, Melbourne club Heidelberg 
has its share of Australian Representatives — Jim 
Tansey, John |zendoorn, Gary Cole, Theo 
Selemides, Jimmy Rooney and Yakka Banovic. 
Goalkeeper Banovic has since transferred to Derby 
County. 


Heidelberg has been Melbourne’s most consistent 
team in four yéars of the Philips League. In the initial 
year in 1977, Heidelberg (then Fitzroy) finished third 
in the competition. The following year the team 
finished fifth and last year it was runner up to Marconi 
Fairfield. 


At the start of the 1980 season, club president Jim 
Mangopoulos predicted a tough year. The club made 
the unprecedented move of appointing two players, 
Pat Bannon and Jimmy Rooney, to look after the 
coaching duties. The club didn’t buy any new 
recruits. 


At the halfway mark Heidelberg were out in front, but 
hot on their heels were Sydney City. The Slickers 
caught and then overtook Heidelberg. 


After 16 rounds had been completed, Heidelberg 
appointed the then Victorian State coach Len 
McKenadry as boss of the team. The Bergers ham- 
mered Leichhardt 5-1, but in the following match 
against Brisbane City, the Brisbane outfit produced 
the boilover of the year. Heidelberg lost 7-0... a 
result people just couldn’t believe. 


Rooney was out of action at the time with ligament 
damage to his knee. 


It looked as if the Slickers would now carry on and 
take the title. Marconi were lagging at that stage of 
the competition. The Fairfielders were five points 


behind the Slickers. 


But then came the deferred midweek game between 
Marconi and Sydney City. 


Marconi won the game 2-0 and opened up the title 
race. Heidelberg won their deferred game against 
Brisbane Lions and that meant the Bergers were now 
only one point behind the Slickers. And when 
Sydney City drew with Leichhardt and Heidelberg 
beat Footscray on August 17, the Bergers drew 
level with the Slickers on points but went to the top 
because of a better goal scoring record. 


With five rounds remaining, will it be Heidelberg on 
30 points, Sydney City (30) or Marconi (28) for the 
title? 

After today’s match against St. George, Heidelberg 
have a Philips Cup semi-final date with Adelaide City 
in Melbourne on Wednesday night. The other semi- 
final is between Marconi and Brisbane Lions at Mar- 
coni on the same night. 


Rooney returned to club football three week's ago 
and played the last 10 minutes against Footscray. 
That's a good sign for the Bergers in the vital weeks 
ahead. 


The Heidelberg midfield has played some outstan- 
ding football this season and strikers Gary Cole and 
Jamie Paton have relished the excellent service. 


After 21 rounds Cole had 20 goals to his credit. 
Paton had 11 goals and that emphasises just how 
deadly they are. ; , 


Baby of the team — midfielder Selemides — has had 
an outstanding year. He must be in with a big chance 
of winning the award for the best under 21 player in 
the PSL. 


If all goes according to plan, Heidelberg could pick 
up a few trophies at the presentation night.

ARON SCHARFEGGER: “‘] WAS. LUCKY 
ENOUGH TO GET A BREAK.’’ 


The aggressive style of Aron Scharfegger 
has St. George soccer fans comparing him 
to one of the club’s greatest centre backs 
— Manfred Schaefer. 

Aron only ever saw Schaefer on television. 
“| saw him play for Australia in the 1974 
World Cup while | was living in Austria,” 
said Aron. 

“It’s a great honour to be compared with 
Schaefer.” » 

Aron Scharfegger, as the name suggests, 
has European parentage. His parents are 
Austrian. Aron was born in Australia, 
however, and has spent most of his life 
here. 

Aron, 1.78 metres tall and 23 years old on 
Thursday, spent the first 14 years of his life 
in Australia before moving to Austria for 
seven years. 

Aron played very little soccer in Austtalia 
as a young boy. “| was more interested in 
swimming in my younger days,” he 
recalled. 

During his seven years in Austria, Aron 
played as anon professional with third divi- 
sion club FAC Vienna. He was a centre 
half. 

“The style is very physical in Austria and 
that’s why | get into so much trouble with 
referees here,” he said.

Aron joined St. George last year and 
played Federation football. “Il received 
eight yellow cards last season,” he said. 
This year he has only received three — and 
he’s proud of that. 

Aron didn’t really expect to be playing in 
the Philips League this year, although he 
always hoped he would make it. He made 
his debut in the Philips Cup quarter final 
against Marconi, then played against 
Brisbane Lions and Marconi in the PSL and 
was on the bench against Newcastle.

ARGENTINIANS ‘FIX’ PERU AND 
THEN IRRITATE 
DUTCH TO WIN FINAL 


There are those who will always remain convinced 
that Peru threw the Group B match against Argentina 
to allow the host country to qualify for the final of the 
1978 World Cup. 


Argentina needed to win by a four goal margin to 
meet Holland in the final. The Argentinians did it in 
style, winning 6-0. 

For all their poor defensive qualities, Peru had not 
conceded more than three goals in one game 
previously in the tournament. Indeed, they had only 
once conceded more than one goal — that when los- 
ing 3-0 to a rejuvenated Brazil. 


Peru’s manager Calderon refused to speak to the 
press after the match. 


Writes Colin Malam: ‘What | keep on remembering, 
though, is the sight of Munante and then Oblitas, run- 
ning clean through the Argentinian defence in the 
early minutes. Munante even contrived to hit a post, 
and it takes extraordinary skill to throw a match with 
that kind of finesse and precision. it is also worth 
recalling that the two players booked in the game, 
both for fouls, were the Peruvians, Quesada and 
Velasquez. ; : 


No, it is much more likely that Peru, left with little to 
play for, were simply overwhelmed on the night by 
the torrential psychological force of a nation on a per- 
manent high. ; : 


My abiding memory of the final will always be the 
sight and sound of my urbane Argentinian neighbour 
vomiting his nervous tension on the floor of the press 
box when Mario Kempes scored his second goal to 
put Argentina 2-1 up in extra time. That is how much 
winning the World Cup for the first time meant to the 
people of Argentina. 


The Argentinians did everything possible to upset 
the Dutchmen. They kept them waiting for five 
minutes in the bedlam outside before deigning to 
make the entrance that should have coincided with 
that of their opponents. They then held up the kick 
off by complaining about the small caster plast on 
Rene Van der Kerkof’s right hand. Then during the 
match the Argentinians’ play-acting irritated the Dut- 
chmen. 


But it was Mario Kempes who beat the Dutch. 


Johan Neeskens described Kempes as a great 
player. “At least 50 percent of his team,” he said. 


For along time.the other 50 percent appeared to be 
Ubaldo Fillol, Argentina’s goalkeeper. He made two 
spectacular saves in the first half to deny Rep and 
Rensenbrink what looked to be certain goals. 


But in the 38th minute Ardiles engineered an attack 
on the left. A square pass by Luque and momentary 
hesitation by the Dutch defence was all Kempes 
needed to break through the protective wall around 
Jongbloed and squeeze the ball into the Dutch net. 


Holland made a vital change — Nanninga for Rep. 
The tall striker did exactly what had been expected 
of him by heading the equaliser at the far post eight 
minutes from the end. 


The first half of extra time was mainly an exchange of 
fouls until Bertoni put Kempes through in the same 
inside left position from which he had scored his first 
gpal. Jongbloed came out fast, but could only half 
block the shot, and two other Dutchmen failed to 
clear the rebound instantly. That was a scoring invita- 
tion to a player as quick and accurate as Kempes, 
and he accepted it with delight. Kempes was now 
the highest scorer in the 1978 World Cup with six 
goals. = 


Menotti’s army charged forward with all the old self- 
belief. Kempes finally put Holland out of their misery 
by running at the heart of their defence and playing a 
double one-two with Bertoni. There was a suspicion 
of offside as Bertoni wriggled clear to shoot past 
Jongbloed, but referees a lot braver than Signor 
Gonella would have suddenly gone blind in one eye 
in that situation. 

Buenos Aires was about to go mad, and only a fool 
would have stood in the way.
